ported today to be verging on com­ 
plete success, with regular service to 
begin some time in 1931. 
It was understood in well-informed 
quarters that only a few points are 
yet to be settled before the project 
will become a reality. 
Dr. Eckener 
remained in the United States 
when* 
the Graf Zeppelin landed at Lakehurst 
from its around-the-world tour to com­ 
plete the deal. 
The service will not begin until 1931, 
it was stated, because it takes 14 
months to build Zeppelins 
intended 
for trans-oceanlc service. 
The con­ 
struction of one already has been be­ 
gun. 
It was hoped that by April, 1981, the 
first Germany-to-New York air liner 
will be on its way to the United States. 
According to present plans the Graf 
also will be pressed into this service. 
Capt. Ernst Lehmann, 
second 
in 
command to Dr. Eckener, 
told 
the 
United Press today that the company 
for the time being was interested only 
in trans-Atlantic service. 
“Naturally, we are looking to 
the 
future,” Capt. Lehmann said. 
“But 
beyond establishing trans-Atlantic ser­ 
vice we have no concrete plans. 
“The second route, after a Germany- 
to-New York line has been established 
will be from Europe to South America. 
After that we hope to connect North 
and South America. 
But the details 
for this route have yet to be worked 
out.”

Capt. Lehmann denied the reports 
that the Zeppelin works would be re­ 
moved from Friedrichshafen.

Code of Com m andm ents to Pro­ 
tect Forests 


W ith the exceptional dry season, and 
the m any destructive forest fires that 
have started up in the past few weeks. 
it m ight be well to observe the revised 
ten com m andm ents of the 
N ational 
Forest Service, D istrict Forest R anger 
E. H. Rhodes announced today. 
The suggestions follow: 
1. 
Thou shalt not throw tv 
drop 
any burning m atch, lighted cigar or 
cigarette in the vicinity of forest land, 
for verily a cigarette, costing but a 
fraction of a cent, w hen throw n into 
the brush can destroy 
hundreds 
of 
trees w hich will be needed som e day 
to keep the northw est prosperous. 
2. 
Thou shalt not build thy cam p 
fire w ithout first clearing ground of 
all branches, dry leaves 
and 
other 
com bustible m aterial w ithin a radius 
of five feet of the place w here thy 
cam p fire is to be built. 
Thou shalt 
carefully extinguish the fire w ith w at­ 
er before leaving the place, for verily 
a sm all sjvark blown into the grass 
can lay w aste to vast areas of forests. 
3. 
Thou shalt not polute any stream 
for the th irsty w ayfarer careth not to 
drink the w ashings of thy feet nor the 
feet of thy children. 
4. 
Thou shalt not deface the trees, 
for the other hiker careth not about 
thy nam e, thy address, nor thy love 
affairs. 
5. 
Thou shalt not build thy cam p 
fire ag ain st old logs, stum ps, or on 


{peat ground. 
F o r verity it doth burn 
■although thou useth m uch w ater to 
■ quench it. and it shall spread causing 
vast desolation and ring down on one 
the w rath of th e Forest R anger, who 
doth cause such a one to be brought 
before the high courts w here they re­ 
c e n t deeply for th eir negligence and 
pay dearly the penalty.

Thou shalt not leave a litter of 
papers and tin cans w hen thou leavest 
thy cam p for it 
m aketh 
thy 
play­ 
ground look like a city dump. 
7. 
Thou shalt not pick the flowers 
nor the shrubs nor dig up sm all trees 
to take home unless thou first goeth 
to tho keeper of the land and trot his 
w ritten perm ission.

Good Book sayeth thou shalt not take 
that which is not thy own; 
and 
if 
everyone would do this 
the 
forests 
would soon be a place of desolation.

Thou shalt not take offense if

a friendly fellow and hath the interest 
cf thy forest at heart.

Thou shalt not m ake targets of 
the R anger’s signs, for he hath worked 
m any hours to place these signs to 
guide and caution visitors.
